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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 26 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As per claim 26, the recitation "the address" and "the first source register" lack proper 
antecedent basis. Further, the recitation "a next minuend operand" is indefinite since claim 15 
does not recite any minuend operand. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3,14,15-17 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Mclntyre et al. (5,422,805). 

As per claim 1 and 15, Mclntyre et al. discloses in figure 1 circuit for processing 
instructions including a multiplication instruction (see col. 6, lines 66-67). The instruction 
processing including fetching and decoding a multiplication operation instruction (21,22), 
executing the multiplication operation instruction (30) on a source operand (from 25) to 
generate a square of the operand (see TABLE 1), and storing the result in a target accumulator 
(in 25) inherently specified by the instruction as claimed. 
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As per claims 2,3,16 and 17, Mclntyre et al. also discloses the instruction processing 
circuit based on RISC architecture (see col. 3, lines 64-65), and teaches the arithmetic (30) 
including an ALU (34) besides the multiplier (33) for performing other operations including 
subtraction (see col. 6, lines 66-67) during an execution of a multiplication operation 
instruction. 

As per claims 14 and 28 Mclntyre et al. also discloses an accumulator status flag (the 
control signal of mux 38). 

4. Claims 4-13 and 18-25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
